ALMOST A RUMPUS.
Mr. Brady, of Chicago, allayed the fast-risin-g

irritation with a brief yet eloquent
appeal, thong opposed to the amendment,
that the cor.vi ition, in tho interest of fair
play, permit i roll-cal- l. Delegate Joyce,
another Chicagoan, wanted the convention
to understand that tbe roll-ca- ll wonld in-

dicated whether or not tbe convention pro-
posed to indc-rst- i as leader.Just in McCarthy.
Confusion reigned for a moment, but depre-
catory looks and gestures on all sides
somewhat quieted tho more hot-heade- d,

and interest centered in the polling of each
of the States, particularly Illinois. Chair-
man Corkery. of that delegation, declared
the result unanimous for placing the M-
cCarthyito resolution on the table. This
was questioned and Father Foley, of Iowa,
excitedly shouted for a recount, and want-
ed to know how many delegates tbera were
from Illinois. Much.-cheerin- followed
when a rising vote of the Illinois delega-
tion showed 153 yeas and 8 nays.

Father Foley now jumped to his feet
and. wildly shaking a roll of paper at tbe
Illinois men, announced Iowa's vot as 2
yeas, 15 nays, and passionately adding,
"And they represeut more'inouey, too. than
al? the men from Illinois." Wisconsin also
voted 7 yeas, 11 nays, but in the great ma-
jority of States the bulk of tho ballotswere
against indorsing McCarthy. New York
particularly voting 45 solid yeas. The
total vote waa413 yeas to 31 nays, effectu-
ally shelving tho minority report.

Secretary Sutton, who had distributed a
sensational report, given below, among
the delegates, was given leave to omit the
reading, owing to its length. The conven-
tion, however, adopted tho report.

Then came the election of ollicern, as an-
nounced above. Patrick Iioyle, of Toronto,
Canada, was chosen lirst vice-preside- nt; M.
D. Uallagher, of New York, second vice-preside- nt,

ana E. J. O'Connor, of Augusta,
Oa., third.

ONLY TWO ESCAPED.

Nearly All the Eiotoos Negro Cotton-Ficke- rs

Were Either Shot to Death or Hanged.

Memphis. Oct. 2. The steamer James
Lee arrived this morning from Helena,
Ark., at which placo it was stated in last
night's dispatches that mno negroes had
been taken from Sheriff Derrick and
hanged. These ollicert and some of tfie
passengers corroborate the story, with the
exception that livo negroer, instead of
nine, are reported missing. Ten in all were
captured by the posse. One was shot dead
and Patterson, the ringleader, was wounded
and afterward riddled with bullets at
Hackett's Landing. Three more are lying
safe in Lee county jail, but five are missing
and it is believed that their bodies are in
the bottom of somo swamp or floating down
the Mississippi river. Tnere is no doubt
that the sheriff, with his prisoners, was
overpowered on tbe way to jail, and it ia
haidly possible that this act should have
been committed for the purpose of releas-
ing the prisoners. Two of tbe more vicious
of the rioters escaped before tho whites
had gathered. They are tho Jones boys,
and it is thought they aro in hiding on
Peter's island, which is being thoroughly
searched to-da- y, as a party of armed men
left the steamer Lee at that place late yes-
terday evening If these negroes aro
caught there is little doubt but what they
will meet with a fate umilar to that which
has overtaken some of the others. Aside
from this searching party all is quiet in
Lee county, and this morning most of tho
Crittenden county posse passed through
the ciy en route to their homes.

Another dispatch says: Tho Lee county
troubles are probably at an end unless the
mob attempts to bang the three negroes in
the Marianna jaiL Some fears are enter-
tained that such an attempt will be made
to-nig- ht It now appears that no less than
fifteen negroes wero killed out of the gang
of tbe nineteen who commenced tbe
trouble. Of tbe remaining four three are
in tbe jail at Marianna and one in the jail
at Forest City. To the millionaire mer-
chant, J. F. Frank, of Memphis, is laid the
charge of having incited the trouble by
saying in the presence of a hundred negroes
at his store that he would have his cotton
picked if he had to pay a dollar per hundred
for the work.

EXPLORING SHILOH CAVE. .

Winding Brook That Dashes Over Water-Fal- ls

in the Carem Ghosts Plentiful

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.
Mitchell, Ind., Oct. 2. Explorations

made in Shiloh cave, or "Wet cave," about
fifteen miles northwest of Mitchell, show
that it rivals some of the noted caves in
the southern part of tbe State in its beau-
tiful scenery. One of the passages has
been explored for about a mile from the
side of a deep sink, where it begins,
to a place near Salt creek, in
a southerly direction. Immediately inside
the steep slope below tho entrance is a
wide, high grotto, with a noisy brook run-
ning along its lloor. As tbe brook proceeds
further down tbe cavern it gets larger, and
its numerous windings make it tedious to
cross until at a distance of about half a
mile it rushes over a fall into a wider basin
below, from whence it is more ditlicult to
follow it. The entrance to the cavern is
near an old grave-yard- , at Shiloh Church,
under which the parage winds. This fact,
together with tbe old relics that were for-
merly found in the cave, tbe strange, mock-
ing voices that come up from bewildering
darkness, and the running waters, all add
to tbe weird effect ot tbe scene, caus-
ing many to see strange things and have
subjective sensations of spooks without
heads and bony skeletons, with rattling
joints, whose bony lingers pass with a
swish through the air as they grab for tho
passer-by- , and whose cold touch somo
claim to have felt upon their trembling
shoulders. There are several passages that
have not been examined. Everywhere is
to be seen shining stalactites and beautifully-

-shaped li gurs. There are some evi-
dences that the caye once served as a re-
treat of men.

BANK PRESIDENT IN JAIL.

Charged with Embrtxleuent and Wrecking
Two Pennsylvania Imtitutions.

Clearfield, Pa.. Oct. 2. W. II. Dill,
president of the suspended First National
Bank of this place and of the private bank
at Houtzdale, which also suspended, and
John 13. McGrath, cashier of the latter
bank, who were arrested last night on the
charge of embezzlement, entered bail this
morning. Mr. Dill was at once rearrested
on a warrant sworn out by National Bank
Examiner Miller, who is in charge of tbe
First National Bank, and held in 25,000
bail. The report that Mr. Dill has made an
assignment ia incorrect, but judgments
aggregating $30,000 have been entered
against him. Twenty-si- x thousand dollars
ol these judgments are held iu trust for his
wife. Bank Examiner Miller is engaged in
an examination of the books of tbe bank,
in which work hois being assisted by the
directors.

President Dill, of the Clearfield and
Houtzdale banks, was removed from his
residence to jail at midnight. Mrs. Dill
accompanied him to jail and was given
permission to stay with him all night. A
committee of Houtzdale citizens attempted
to servo a warrant on Dill late to-nig- ht,

charging him with tho embezzlement of
$S5,OuO. which was the amount withdrawn
by Dill for ue in the First National here.
Dill being already under under arrest the
warrant will not be served till morning. It
is now learned that Dill has been specu-
lating in a toe Us, but the amount of his
losses cannot be ascertained.

JAY GOULD A SICK MAN.

Worn Out by Ilard Work and Worried by
Ills Manifold Cares.

New York. Oct. 2. Renewed confirma-
tion of the story printed last evening to
the effect that Jay Gould is broken down
physically and that his health is in an ex-

tremely critical condition has, according
to an evening paper, been received to-da- y.

Mr. Gould was not at his otlice to-da- y, and
it is learned that under the advice of his
physician, Dr. Monn, he did not leave his
home at Tarry town. Any further tax or
strain upon his weakened nervons forces
would in all probability bo followed quick-
ly by distrastrous consequences, the phy-
sician thinks, and he cannot be permitted
in his present condition of health to at-

tempt any mental or physical exertion.
A reporter who visited Mr. Gould's resi-

dence at Irvington this morning was re-

fused all information regarding the actual
coudltioo of the rich man. It was said
that ho had given strict orders to allow no
one to be admitted. Dr. Munn lives near
by, and is in constant attendance upon bis
patient. He was met by tho reporter this
morning, but positively declined to talk
about Mr. Gould's health. The Doctor was.
on his way to the railroad depot to take
the 9 o'clock train for New York. He said
he would return at 2 o'clock, and that it
was only the pressure of business which re-

quired his presence in the city.
After this it was learned that Mr. Gould

had gone out for a drive in his two-hors- e

surrey, accompanied only by his coachman.
He was carefully bundled up, for the morn-
ing air was crisp and cool. Those who saw
him as he passed along the drive from the
entrance of his grounds said that he looked
very worn and feeble, and that his features
were pale and drawn. That ho ia a very
sick man there is no doubt, says the even-
ing paper quoted, aud it is generally be-

lieved that he will, be obliged to eive np
his business activities, at any rate for the
present.

THE CAUSE OF HIS ILLNESS.
The incident of tbe Missouri Pacific di-

rectors' meeting, last Wednesday after-
noon, was the talk of Wall street this
morning. Tho account given yesterday of
Mr. Gould's prostration on that, occasion
was fully corroberated by several of those
who had been present. The attack came
cn so suddenly tht some believed at first
that it was a stroke of paralysis, and
though improved to be less serious than
was supposed, it is almost universally be-

lieved to furnish a clear proof of the mill-
ionaire's physical, if not mental, breaking
down. When Mr. Gould stood up to op-

pose the proposition made by Russell Sage
to reconsider tbe action of tbe board in pass-
ing the quarterly dividend, and to declare
a dividend of at least Wt percent. His
voice was feeble and ho made a great etiort
to steady it. Almost as soon as he began to
speak, however, it was noticed' that a sud-
den change came over his face. He hesi-
tated and tried to collect himself, but bis
utterances were almost incoherent. Then
he seemed to recognize his own inability to
make himself understood and to say what
he wanted to, and, civing way completely,
he sank back into his chair and bowed his
head upon the table, covering his face with
his hands. For a moment he seemed to
have fainted away, and his friends rushed
to bis side. When he raised his face from
tbe table it was seen that his eyes were
tilled with tears and ho seemed completely
prostrated. In a broken voice be said:

Gentlemen, you must excuse me. I
have been so harassed and worried lately,
and have parsed through an ordeal so far
beyond my strength that I am physically
unablo to say anything more in protest
against this dividend."

itfstoratives wero employed and soon Mr.

After his father had gone out, how-
ever, George Gould, who was very much
worked up over tbe opposition offered by
Mr. Sage to the plan proposed, called tbe
deacon to account very savagely.

THE WIZAKD" AT A FAIR.

Jay Gould paid a visit to tho Westchester
county fair, at White Plains, yesterday.
He was driven over from Irvington in
a plain . buck-boar- d rig. Nobody
came with him except the coachman.
Ho occupied a seat iu one of the boxes
of the grand-stan- d for an hour or more, and
appeared to be trying hard, but with poor
success, to get interested in tho trotting.
His face was palo and his eyes were dull.
He looked like a man very weary and tired
of something. It may be that ho felt
some pangs of envy when ho looked around
upon the throng of ruddy-cheeke- d, healthy
country folks, who were keenly enjoying
the trotting and every thing else that went
on. and did not care a continental wheth-
er stocks rose or fell. Lots of farmers
gathered opposite the grand-stan- d and took
good long looks at him and felt that they
wero getting something that in itself was
worth a great deal more than tbe price of
admission.

Irish-America- ns Resolve to Steer Clear
of All Factional Dissensions.

They Ilope to See Ilero Worship and One-Ha- n

Forcer Obliterated in Ireland, and Kefase
to Indorse Either Farnell or McCarthy.

Not Another Dollar to Bo Contributed
Till the Tied-U- p Fnnds Aro Released.

M. V. Cannon Elected President of the Na-

tional League to Succeed Fitzgerald Sen-ration- al

Charges bj Secretary Sutton.

NEITHEIt FACTION INDORSED.

Irish National League of America Refuses to
Take Up the Fight of the Leaders.

Chicago, Oct. 2.M. V. Cannon, of Oma-
ha, to-nig- ht succeeded John Fitzgerald as
president of the Irish National League of
America. Tho convention, notwithstand-
ing a spirited struggle, adopted an attitude
of absoluto independence for the organiza-
tion from any of the factions in Ireland or
their auxiliary bodies. Secretary John P.
Sutton was re-elect- ed by acclamation, and
William Lyman, of New York, unanimously
chosen treasurer.

An exciting and enthusiastic, yet thor-
oughly business-lik- e session marked the
close of the convention. When the com-

mittees appointed yesterday wero finally
ready to report, the proceedings followed
each other in rapid succession. W. J.
Gleason, of Cleveland, chairman of the
committee on constitution, submitted a
plan which made no mention of a parent
body in Ireland, thus divesting the Amer-
ican body from subjection to control or re-

sponsibility to the diverse organizations at
present ex sting in Ireland. The plan was
adopted without question, and the salaries
of the president, secretary and treasurer
to bo chosen were fixed at $1,000 per year.

A hubbub was raised by Dennis Ryan,
of St. Louis, objecting to tbe clause in the
constitution virtually, making one of the
objects of tho leogue tbe boycotting in
America of importatiousof goods of English
manufacture. He thought such action
looked like taking a hand in American pol-
itics, but the convention failed to see the
connection and clamorously yelled for Mr.
Ryan to sit down, while it declared itself
unmistakably for tho boycott.

. THE MAJORITY PLATFORM.

The real fight of the day occurred when
the report of the committee on platform
was read by Chairman Cannon. During
tbe reading the convention was attentive,
though repeatedly breaking into cheers.
The platform was as follows:

First The Irish National League of America,
In convention assembled, at Chicago, on Oct. 2,
181)1, testitles its devotion to tbe nag of the
Union and tbe unquenchable love of Its members
lor tbe laws ami Institutions of our glorious
country, recognizing, a we do, gladly and proud-
ly, that our primary allegiance is due to that
Hag aud to those institutions. Wo affirm that our
overmastering desire is to see extended to our
motherland tho benefits accruing from equal
laws such as have blessed America and made
her the hopo of suffering mankind and the model
for nations struggling for free institutions.

Second We regret the conditions now existing
in Ireland and attribute their possibility to an
unfortunate tendency toward hero wortnlp and
one-ma- n domination, which we hope to see ob-
literated from tho public life of Ireland.

Third We bavo no desire, nor do we deem it
wise, necessiry or patnotlo to pass Judgment
upon the Questions now m unhappily separating
our bretheren in the old laud. We have hereto-
fore tendered our good offices In the adjustment
of those differences, and that tender has been
wholly disregarded by the contending elements;
but we may, and must speak out the opinions
and wishes of the peeplo whom we represent,
and say that it Is the. duty of the Irish and all
other oppressed people to seek freedom by peaco-abl- e

methods, and only when 6uch methods
have been fully tried and found wanting aro
nations and peoples Justified in sorting to
force; but wo strongly and emphatically assert
that It is equally a duty to preparo for every
emergency, and stand ready to aid our kindred
in every manly way recognized and commended
by usage and civilization in obtaining freemen's
privileges in a laud consecrated to freedom by
th heroic sacrifices of centuries.

Fourth We call upon those who are responsi-
ble for the locklng-- i p of over $200,000, mainly
contributed by the people of this country for the
support of the evicted tenants on "tho plan of
campaign," to release the same and distribute it
as originally Intended by the subscribers, and we
pledge ourselves that, until this request Is com-
plied with, we are resolved not to contrlb te an-
other dollar to aid those who have withheld this
money from Us legitimate beneficiaries.

Fifth We hereby resolve to maintain our or-
ganization for tho purpose of being in readiness
for tho performance of such duties as the exi-
gencies of the future shall show to be lit and
proper, and we humbly Invoke the guidance of
Almighty God, for our brothers and ourselves, to
tho end that with His blessing our reunited
efforts may result In securing for the Irish people
the land In which he planted them, and a gov-
ernment whose personnel shall be so clean and
pure, and whoso principles shall be so broad,
humane and free as to make it a model among
the free nations of the earth.

feixih We extend our heartfelt sympathy to
our president, Hon. John Fitzgerald, of Lincoln,
and our tirit vice-preside- Hon. Patrick Mar-
tin, of Ualtimorc. iu their Illness, and earnestly
hope for their speedy recovery. No cause has
ever had braver, truer and more self-sacrifici-

sons than Fitzgerald and Martin, and the Irish-
men will, we trust, ever remember with grati-
tude their great services to their country.

Seventh We call the atteution of America to
the canse of American citizens suffering penal
horrors lu British dungeons, because of evidence
plainly manufactured, and tho fact that they
dared to exprcts themselves in favor of a free
Ireland, and we ask our representatives In Con-
gress to press tbe matter upon tho attention of
the State Department.

THE SQUELCHED MINORITY REPORT.
Before a motion for tho adoption of the

platform could be put. Judge Donnelly, of
Wisconsin, arose and announced that there
was a minority report from tho platform
committee. He proceeded to argue that
the minority did not disagree with any-
thing in tbe majority report except that it
did not go far enough. He wished the con-
vention to recognize a governing party in
Ireland. Assumptions of neutrality are
well enough, he said, but deceive no one.
They should boldly and manfully meet tho
issue, and declare that in Ireland, as else-
where, the majority should rule,

Mr. Lyman, of New York, called on the
Chair to cut short a long speech and order
the reading of tbe minority report. The
convention was visibly growing impatient,
and Judge Donnelly proceeded to read the
following, signed by himself, Sharon of
Iowa and O'iiyrene of Georgia:

We, the minority of your committee on reso-
lutions, while heartily approving the majority
report, so far as it goes, U g leave to submit the
foliowiug amendment, to te iuserted therein as
a resolution, and n ovv Its adoptit n:

Resolved, That aa American citizens and linn
believers lu tho principles on wnich our .overn-incu- t

U founded, we can recognize the claim of
r.o person to the chairmanship of the Irbh par-
liamentary party which is not founded on the
consent and approval of tho majority of that
rarty, and wo instruct the oSicers of this league
to recognize the chairman choen by tho major-
ity of the Irish parliamentary party.

by these who were still for uphold-
ing Farnell. At this interesting juncture
Mr. Corkery. of Chicago, slipped in a sug
gestion that as it was claimed the Donnelly
production was not a minority report, but
a supplementary resolution, tbe thing to do
was to adopt tbe platform first, and then
vote on th supplement. This seemed ex-
actly what tbe McCarthy ites did not want,
but it was their own afgumeut, and they
submitted an gracefully as they could
while tho platform was adopted with ap-
plause.

Like a tlash now came a motion to lay the
McCarthyito report on the table. Tbe mo-
tion was not debatable, and, to tbe chagrin
of Judge Donnelly and his supporters, was

llEXICAS KLVOLBTIOMSTS.

Another Band Said to Have Crossed Into Texas
Our Troops Patrolling the Border.

Man Antonio, Tex., Oct 2. There is ev-
ery indication that the revolutionary move-
ment, which recently assumed considera-
ble prominence in northern Mexico, is soon
to be brought out afresh, and that this
time Catarina Garza and General Sandoval,
with the intrepid leaders of the proposed
uprising, will use every effort to accom-
plish their purpose. The following dis-
patch reached General Stanley here to-

day from John B. Richardson, United
States consul at Matamoras, Mexico:

I have been informed by General Lajero that
180 men bare crossed from Mexico Into Texas
for the purpose of meeting Sandoval, who Is sup-
posed to bo bringing supplies, arms, ainmuuition
and money- - lie also Informs me that tho chief
of police at Laredo, or Nueva Laredo, has traced
Sandoval to New Orleans, where be is supposed
to be in the interest of Garza's movement.
General Larelo wished me to communicate these
facts to the United states authorities, with the
request that they endeavor to apprehend San-
doval before he reaches the border.

The captain of the Texas Rangers at
Alice has been informed of the situation.
There is a Rood deal of surprise and appro
hensicn here that Garza has more support
than at first bo appeared to have. General
Stanley stated that the United States
troops now patrolling the border for the pur-
pose of intercepting tbo revolutionists had
been instructed to exercise every vigilance.
The troops at Fort Ringgold were to-da- y

reinforced by Company K, of tho Eighteenth
Infantry.

Masterly Diicnitlon of tbe Questions Kngroi
log tbe Attention of Englishmen.

Newcastle, Oct. 2,OTer four thousand
people were packed in the Tyneslde The-
ater to-nig- ht to hear Mr. Gladstone. The
stage was occupied by members of tho
House of Commons, officials of Liberal ns,

etc., while tho anditorium
was crowded with delegates and other in-
fluential members of tbe party. Two hours
before tho proceedings opened every inch
of standing-roo- m was taken. The appear-
ance of Mr. aud Mrs. Gladstone was tho
signal for a prolonged ovation. The audi-
ence rose and gave round after round of
rapturous cheers. Mr. Gladstone, obvi-
ously delighted with the warmth of his re-

ception, bowed again and again in response
to tbe fervid enthusiasm of the audience.
The cheering continued so Ion; and so
loud that the chairman. Dr. Spencer Wat-
son, was finally compelled to make a mute
appeal for silence. When quiet was re-

stored Dr. Spencer Watson moved, and
Mr. Burt seconded a resolution expressing
affection for and undiminished conlidence
in Mr. Gladstone. Tho resolution was car-
ried with renewed acclamations.

When the cheering subsided, Mr. Glad
etono arose to speak. lie expressed pro-
found gratitude for the reception accorded
him. He met them, ho said, in part as citi-
zens of Newcastle, but more particulary as
representatives of that liberal sentiment
which be believed dominated powerfully
and effectually the mind of the country at
larse. Looking back to 1SS6 they saw what
was believed to be a crushing defeat. lint
during the years that had Mnce elapsed the
horizon bad brightened. There wero many
precursors of certain victory, and that vio-to- ry

they knew could not be far distant.
I Cheers. In making asnrvey of the pnblio
situation he would first allude to arrears in
legislation. He feared that the arrears
would grow in proportion as the life of tho
Tory government was prolonged. Whatever
zeal tbe Liberals might have they needed,
much patience before the arrears could
be overtaken. Among the several sub-
jects whose claim to public attention ho
admitted, if he cited the question of tho
shortening of the period of Parliament, it
was only to say that tbe Liberal party was
for it and wonld propose it at the earliest
opportunity that could justly and wisely
be chosen. (Cheers. If ho spoko of a re-
adjustment of taxation, especially between
the various kinds of property, he would
dismiss a subject abounding in complex de-
tails by referrins to speeches and votes al-
ready given as an assurance that when its
turn came the subject would havo practical
and decisive attention.

Next referring to national economy, Mr.
Gladstone said that much had been 6aid
about the late conversion of the national
debt. All tbe saving thereon, and more, ho
declared, had already been absorbed and
eliaced from the public accounts not only
by enormons increases in tbe charge fur
supply and necessary civil rates 'of tho v
country, but also by au enormous increa60
in tbe naval and military expenditures.
And still tho relentless appetite of those
bringing it about had not been satisfied.
l"Uear, hear."l

SALISBURY'S FOREIGN' rOLICY.
Ho should like to have spoken on tho

government's foreign policy if it had had
any domestic results, but the policy of tho
present administration had been well nigh
the inverse and reverse of that of Lord
Beaconstield. Just as the Liberal had en-

deavored to make the work of tho Heacons-Ccl- d

administration difficult, because they
thought it was doing ill, so had they
strived to make the work of tho
present administration its foreign
policy easy, because they tbousht that,
as far as their information went, its
spirit had undergone a beneficial
cbaneo. Appeals to passion and pride wero
no longer sent broadcast over tho country.
A kinder, juster and more general spirit
had dictated at least the departmental po-
sition of the Salisbury Cabinet. I shall
indeed rejoice," continued Mr. Gladstone,
"if before the day comes for tbe prevent
administration to give up the ghost
llaughterand cheers it will be possible
for Lord Salisbury to make an effort to re-
lievo us of the burdensome and embar-
rassing occupation of Egypt, which no
long as it lasts must be a cause of weak-
ness. It is a source of embarrassment wo
owe entirely to engagements contracted by
a former Tory government, and which I fear
the present government may. if it continues
its present foreign policy. hand to itaLibcral
successors to deal with.'' Cheers.

Looking at the multitude of other topics
calling for notice, Mr. Gladstone said he
almost echoed the wish of tbe father of
poets for ten mouths and ten tongnes
wherewith to apeak. (Laughter. He
must speak a word of congratulation and
hope in regard to tbe temperance question.
Although tbe parliamentary proceedings on
the subject in lbixj were negative aud
not atlinuative, althongh they appeared
to consist substantially only in the
rejectiou of a bad plan and not in the
adaption of a good one. yet they bad this
effect they disposed for all time ot tho
monntr'ius and enormous claims for tbe
compensation of publicans which the pres-
ent government acknowledged, if upon
tbe foundation bill which tbe government
introduced it haa been possible to make
theso claims, they would tave proved an
impenetrable fort atrainst every attempt
to deal effectually with the drink traQic
There were some positivo results also. In
various parts of the country new life and a
mora equitable border spirit had been in-
fused Into licensing boards.

Touching tho Welsh and Scotch church '

disestablishment questions Mr. Gladstone
eaid: "I. a resident of Wales, and a Scotch
representative, shall not embroil myself
in a pitiless controverity. 1 sball simply
assure Scotland and Wales that they tisvo
the unanimous support of the Liberals,
piiear, bear!' It is not dependent upon
those conducting Liberal affair tn Parlia-
ment whether scotch or Welsh diteitab
lisbment takes precedence. Each has able,
reaolute and active champions, who have
no Intention of waiting. It would bo
wrong if they consented to wait until home
rule had become a law. or until, in the due
order of succession ou the Liberal pro-
gramme, their turn came. If the Scotch
gain precedence their sain will help the
Welsh. If tbe Welsh precede, their
victory will help the Scotch." ICheers.

Till: HOUSE OK LORDS.
Mr. Gladstone then took ud the question

of the abolition of hereditary peers. He
paid: I desire to pass lightly over the dif-
ficult question of the House of Lords. Pro-
longed cheers. Owing to tho priority of

Secretary Sutton Arraings Farnell and Tresl
dent Fitzgerald's Eneinles.

Chicago, Oct. 2. John P. Sntton, secre-
tary of the Irish National League of North
America, laid before the convention to-da- y

a report that caused a sensation. After re-

citing that John Fitzgerald was elected
president of the league in August, 18S0, at
Chicago, by three-fourt- hs of the delegates,
the report says:

"President Fitzgerald returned to his
Western home in the full belief that a
great organized body of Irish Americans
stood behind him, united like brothers' in
the holy cause of Irish liberty. He found
his mistake. Like Garrett, tbe great Earl
of Desmond, and the still noble Lord Ed-
ward, ho found Irish traitors ready to stab
him in the back. The. cowardly conspir-
ators, wbo.failing in tbeirvilo purposeof cre-
ating dissension and disunion, had sneaked
out like beaten curs from the last Chicago
convention and renewed nnder cover of se-
cret plots their attempt to demoralize and
disrupt the leagne."

Beginning with a letter from Mr. Parnell
a few weeks after the Chicago convention,
entreating President Fitzgerald to raise
funds to help the unfortunate evicted
tenants of Ireland, ; the treasury of the
Irish league was almost exhausted, the re-
port outlines a startling narrative with
letters and telegrams in chronological
order to show that timo and again a con-
vention of tbe American League was pro-vent-ed

from across tbe water, while the
otlicers of the league for not holding one
were abused by faotinnists in this country,
encouraged by Mr. Parnell and his col-
leagues, who are exhibited as sedulously
ignoring the league otlicials whenever op-
portunity offered. President Fitzgerald is
stated to have beaded tho anti-evictio- n

fund with a personal subscription of 3.000
and to have raised a total of nearly $100,-00- 0

in his first eO'ort for the struggling
farmers in Ireland "while a reverend editor
in liutfalo was sneering at his want of ed-
ucation."

One peculiar disclosure made by Secre-
tary Sutton is in ciiectth;tt during Octo-
ber, 1S68, Parnell, finding himself bound
by agreement to turn over to bis la yers
the full amount of the Times defense fund,
then nnexpectedly large, begged of Presi-
dent Fitzgerald, through James J. O'Kelly,
that while pushing tbe collections the
fund be retained in Americn. "The wishes
of Mr. Parnell were complied with," says
the report, "and very soon there was a
howl from the handtul of factionists in
Chicago. New York and Philadelphia, who
acted energetically in behalf of the Lon-
don Times by sowing the seeds of mistrust
in their statement that lie v. Dr. O'Reilly
was retaining money for improper pur-
poses. Information from Timothy Har-
rington that tbe money was retained at
Mr. Parnell's request," the report says,
"did not prevent them continuing to raise
tho same charge, as their only object was
to break up every Irish organization in
America. Indeed they might fairly have
been called the Anarchists of the Irish
movement, for they wero determined to ruin
what they could not rule."

TOOLS OF ASSASSINS.
Rev. P. A. McKcnna'8 published statement

that ho bad declined to attend the St Louis
meeting of the national committee because
be could not associate with men who wero
assassins or tools of assassins is mentioned
in Secretary Sutton's report, with a letter
from Father McKenna. dated April 2, 18'JO,
exactly a fortnight before the meeting, ac-
cepting an invitation to be present, in
which he said: "Having followed the Hag
from the beginning I will do so until tbe
end." Tho violence of Father MeKenna'a
charge and its widespread publication,
says tbe report, demanded the proof of the
accusation or the apology of the author.

Tho climax of Mr. Sutton's document is a
letter, dated "House of Commons, Loudon,
Mav 21, 1S(0," from John Dillon to President
Fitzgerald, marked strictly confidential,
saying:

Mr. Tarnell suggests that the executive should
address a communication to him il'arnell, recog-
nizing the dllbcuitie.i created by American party
complication?, and advising that he rarnell
should take steps to reconstruct the present or-
ganization in such a manner a would allow the
various biauohes to communicate direct with
Dublin. It thecxecutivocan see their way to
act upon the suggestion. Mr. l'arnell authorizes
me to say ho will himself write, thanking them
for their great services to :hc Irish cause, strong-
ly disapproving of tho attacks that have been
made ui on them, and stating that having in-
quired into tho charges made against tho execu-
tive of the league, ho is patislied that they aro
utterly without foundation.

President Fitzgerald, replying, said tho
members of tho executive could not con-
ceal their astonishment at the tenor of tho
communication to them, adding:

We cannot but dissent from tho supposition
that American politic have in any way inter-
fered with or complicated the administration of
the bairue. The record shown that wh'l the
iueu'leM of the executive were of different polit-
ical altJllatlous they were unanimous in their
resolve to prevent any such Interference with
the government of the league. Astotheunde-frlrabilit- y

of the central organization in America,
that Is a question which pertalus exclusively to
your Jurisdiction. Regarding the propo-
sition of addressiug a letter to Mr.
Tarnell, recognizing difficulties created
by American party complications, and advising
that be should take steps to reconstruct tbe pres-
ent organization in such a manner as would al
low the various branches to communicate direct
with Dublin, it is one which the conscience of
the executive cannot conform to. Wejarenot now,
nor bavo we ever been, unmindful of tho fact
that we took ortice under pledges to conduct tho
league an a body auxiliary to the national party
lu Ireland, and es such we have always been
guided by their advice and direction. We do not
proposo at this lato date to adopt a different
policy; but we aro not seeking a certificate of
character from any one for having acted in every
instance In conformity with Mr. Farnell's ex-
press desires.
